INDIANA. 
GEN. HARRISON AT TERRE HAUTE. 
Spectal Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Terre Haute, Ind., Aug. 20.—Gen. Harri- 
son, of Indianapolis, addressed the Young 
Men’s Republican Club at the Wigwam this 
evening. Notwithstanding the wretched 
weather it was the largest political gathering 
held in this city during the campaign. Early 
in the evening the various escort companies, - 
with citizens, numbering 1,100, accompanied 
the speaker from the Terre Haute House to 
the Wigwam. With Gen. Harrison were the 
Hon. R. W. Thompson-and the Hon. T. M. 
Nichols, of Wisconsin. Main street, from 
Second to Ninth, was one blaze of light. N. 
M. Diall, the President of the Young Men’s 
Republican Club, called the meeting to order 
and announced the following organization: 
President, A. B. Felsenthal: Vice-Pres1- 
dents, Charles Hunter, R. M. Jay, W. N. 
Fisk, J. Bishop Moench, and David Phillips; 
Secretary, W. N. Duncan. Five thousand 
persons were present. 

GEN. HARRISON’S SPEECH. 

Gen. Ben Harrison, on being introduced, 

was enthusiastically received, and spoke as 


follows: 

FeL_Low-Crrizens: Once more the Republican 
and Democratic parties ure befure the people to 
be judged. The debate has begun; but we are 
not yet, I hope, so much in “the rush and roar” 
of the campaign that a speaker may not expect 
to find access to the minds and consciences of 
the more moderate men of the opposit party. 
If any such have honored me with their pres- 
ence to-night, let me assure them at the begin- 
ning that I shall not abuse the respect they jhave 
shown me by coming. 

HONEST ELECTIONS. 

In my opinion the underlying and overlying 
question of the hour—the one t most nearly 
affects the peace, growth, and happiness of our 
people, as well as the continuance of our free 
institutions—is the issue of free elections and 
an honest count. 

THE PROBLEM IN INDIANA. 

Can we be reasonably certain that the result of 
the election in Indiana will be determined by her 
own legal electors? The Democratic newspapers 
are already charging that the Republican man- 
agers are preparing to import votes from other 
States, while we believe that these very charges 
are acover for contemplated Democratic elec- 
tion frauds. In the midst of these charges and 
counter charges, how is the honest citizen to 
know which party is really in favor of honest 
elections? There is, I think, an easy and infalli- 
ble test. 

The gorey that is in favor of closing the door 
through which these illegal votes find entrance, 
backs its professions with convincing proof of 
its honesty, while the party that set the dour 
open and keeps itopen gives as convincing proof 
that it drives cattle that way. Let us sec if we 
can find out which party this is. 

It will not be denied that the present Consti- 
tution of Indiana has the stamp of the Demo- 
cratic party upon it. The section which defines 
(if itis not a misnomer to call it a definition) 
the qualification of an elector was framed un- 
der Democratic auspices.. It may be that the 
framers of it did not contemplate the gross 
abuses which have grown up; that they did not 
anticipate that the Supreme Court would so 
stick in the bark in the construction of its lan- 
guage. But certain it is that this section of our 
Constitution, as construed by a Democratic 5u- 
preme Court, has stood ever siuce an open door 
to fraud. In his message to the Legislature, in 
1877. Gov. Thomas A. Hendricks said of our elec- 
tion laws: 

“ The laws regulating our elections require 
your special attention. They donot restrain the 
corrupt, nor protect the votes of the people. 

Tne result of this loose election system bas 
been that charges of fraud have been constantly 
made by each party against the other, and the 
resuit of our elections bave been chailenged by 
large bodies of our intelligent people. This con- 
dition of things has not been perpetrated with 
the consent of the Republican party. Efforts 
were first made by legisiation to bring about the 
needed reform, and when those faiied the re- 
cent effort to remove from the . Constitution the 
obstruction to this reform was undertaken and 
supported by the Republican party. These 
efforts have not had the support of the Demo- 
cratic party, as a brief reference to the history 
of the question will show. |

In the House, twenty-four 
Democrats supported the resolution and eight 
opposed it. The joint resolution proposing this 
amendment came again before the Legislature 
in 1875. On the 15th of January Mr. Woodey, a 
Republican, brought the matter before the 
House. Upon motion of Mr. MacMichael, a Dem- 
ocrat, the oconsideraticn of the proposed amend- 
ment was indefinitly postponed by the follow- 
ing vote: Yeas—Kepublicans, 1; Democrats, 49; 
Nays—Republicans, 38; Democrats,3. By this 
decisive vote—only 3 Democrats out of 53 sup- 
porting the amendment—this attempt to secure 
a modification of our Constitution in the inter- 
est of honest elections failed. 

In 1777, in his message to the Legislature that 
year, Gov. Hendricks again called their attention 
to this subject, using the words which I have 
already quoted. As to the means of accomplish- 
ing these purposes, he suggested “ a reasonable 
period of residence in an election precinct as a 
qualification to vote, so that,’”’ to use his words, 
‘persons may not pretend to a residence not 
real in fraud of the law.” At this session of the 
Legislature the amendment No. 1, recently 
voted upon by the people, was passed. It was 
as follows: ; 

“Amend Sec. 2 of Art.2 80 as to read as fol- 
lows: Sec. 2. In all eiections, not otherwise 
provided for by this Constitution, every male 
citizen of the United States of the age of 2l years 
and upwards, who shall have resided in the State 
during six months, and in the township sixty 
days, and in the ward or precinct thirty days 
immediately preceding such election, and every 
male of foreign birth of the age cf 21 
years and upward, who shail have _ re- 
sided in the United States one year, and shall 
have resided in this State during the six 
months, and in the township sixty days, and in 
the ward or precinct thirty days immediately 

receding such election, and shall have declared 

is intention to become a citizen of the United 
States conformably to the laws of the United 
States on the subject of naturalization, shall be 
entitled to vote in the township or precinct 
where he may reside, if he shall have been duly 
registered accord to law.” 
he vote was as follows: Ayes—Republicans, 
70; ae —gaee 50. Noes—Republicans, 0; Demo- 
crats, 

This amendment came before the Legislature 
atthe session of 1879 to be acted upon again. 
It was passed, and the parties divided upon it 
as follows: 

Ayes—Republicans, 73; Democrats, 24. Noes— 
Republicans, 0; Democrats, 45. 

It will be noticed that at the beginning the 
Democrats did run well, but in this instance, as 
well asin the former effort to amend the Con- 
stitution, their zeal flagged in the second Legis- 
lature called to pass upon the amendment, and 
turned into open opposition when it came before 
the people for ratification. 

DEMOCRATIC RESISTANCE. 

The amendment was now ready for submission 
to the people. Before the popular vote on the 
amendments came on it became apparent that

was almost unavimous in its opposition. But 
notwithstanding the opposition of these leading 
men of the party,a large body of intelligent 
Democrats supported the amendment, and it 
was adopted, as 1 hold, by a majority of 17,116 
votes.

THE SUPREME COURT INTERFERES. 

The friends of a genuine and thorough elec- 
tion reform rejoiced that, after fitteen years of 
struggle, they bad at last succeeded, and bad 
set in the Constitution, beyond all the tamper- 
ing of legislation, an effective safeguard against 
the more flagrant classes of election frauds; but 
this hope was shortlived. Upon a case made up 
in Floyd County, brought to the Supreme Court 
and advanced for immediate hearing, ose: 
ment was pronounced annulling the amend- 
ment upon the ground that a sufficient number 
of Electors of tbe State had not voted in favor 
of its adoption. All of the Judges of this Court, 
five in number, were Democrats. Mr. Hendricks 
says Judge Biddle is’ an Independent, but I do 


not know on what autbority be thus 
classifies him. He was neminated_ by 
a Democratic Convention, elected by Dem- 


ocratic votes, and has shown his title clear 
to a Democratic mansion. Itis not kindof Mr. 
Hendricks to bring a writoft ejectment against 
him. Two of the Judges—Judge Niblack and 
Judge Scott, of your owv city, who is a candi- 
date for reélection—dissented from the conclu- 
sions of a majority of the Court. lam not here 
to impute motives, or to assail the integrity of 
the Judges, but to speak of facts and to discuss 
principles. I bave tried to make the point in 
this historical sketch of election reform in In- 
diana, that the Republican party bas always fa- 
vored election reform, and that the Democrats 
have, first and last, defeated every attempt to 
bring it about. 

In his speech at Marion, Mr. Hendricks has 
undertaken to support the judgment of the Su- 
preme Court. He said: “1 think the Court was 
right.” .. . “Are you willing that our Con- 
stitution and form of S«ate Government shall 
be ——- by less than half the people?’ 
. « . “if a proposed change of government is 
not of sufficient public interest to command the 
approval of at least one-half of the voters, the 
necessity for its adoption cannot be very press- 

. Take time for deliberation.” 
“ Allow the people to consider it again. If the 
adopted, it will almost certainly be right. In 
this case, thousands of peovie are afraid of a 
registration law.’’

Here it was expressly provided that a - 
ty of the votes cast on the amendment poe 
be the test of its adoption, and _ this law was ap- 
proved by Gov. Hendricks. That amendment 
was voted upon. It received less than a ma- 
jority of all the clectors of the State, if we are 
to Judge of the number of such electors by the 
vote atthe preceding State election. The vote 
on the amendmeut was taken in February, 1873, 
and if wetake the vote cither in October or 
November, 1872, as indicating the number of 
the qualified electors of the State, the Wabash 
Canal amendment did not reveive the vote of 
more than one-half of the electors. And yet 
Mr. Hendricks, having first approved the law by

* AMENDMENTS CANNOT BE RESUBMITTED. 

The Supreme Court and Mr. Hendricks have 
both anempies to soothe the disappointment of 
the people by suggesting that we may do this 
work over again. Judge Biddie suggests that 
the amendments might be resubmitt under a 
law to be enacted by the next Legislature. I 
do not think so, The amendments have been 
once submitted to the peopie, and have been 
voted upon. It they have not been adopted 
they have been rejected; and if they have been 
rejected the movement must be started de novo, 
and the proposed amendments pass. through 
two suecessive po ye tn before they can 
brought to the vote of the -people. 

DEMOCRATIC REJOICING. 


The judgment of the Court in overturning the 
amendments (for they must all go together) was 
received with great satisfaction by the Demo- 
cratie managers. The haste with which the re- 
sult was communicated by telegraph from Dem- 
ocrat to Democrat is convincing proof that 
were not ill pleased that an election system 
which'did not “ restrain the corrupt nor progect 
the voves of the people” was’ to be indefinitly 
perpetuated in Indiana. 

ere are some other circumstances attend- 
ing the case in the Supreme Court which must 
not be omitted. The oral argument of the case 
lasted three days, and was closed on Thursday 
morning at ll o’clock. Printed and written 
briefs. aggregating about seventy-five pa 
were filed in the case. Very many decisions of 
other courts had been cited and discussed. The 
case was, I belicve, the most important civil 
case ever passed upon by our Supreme Court. 
At2p.m.of Thursday the Court had not jet 
gone into consultation upon the case, but were 
about to do so. On the morning of the next day 
the opinion of the m Court, cover- 


cratic Convention was assembling in Cincinnati. 
The halls of the hotcis in that city were already 
crowded with delegates, and the claims of dis- 
tinguished Democrats for the Presidential nom- 
ination were being discussed. The decision of 
the Supreme Court, making Indiana an-October 
State, was immediatety seized upon by the poli- 
ticians and loudly urged as a reason why a dis- 
tinguished Indiana Democrat should be nomi- 
nated for President.

Wasuinerton, D. C., Aug. 18.—There are 
occasional indications that the Republicans 
may carry a Southern State. Hereis one of 
them: 

“ What,’ 1 asked of a leading Virginia 
Republican, “is the prospectin your State? 
Is there any probability that the Democratic 
factions will unite?” 

“Not the least in the world. Certainly 
Mahone will not unite with the Bourbon De- 
mocracy, and he will net permit them to 
unite with him, He is fighting now for re- 
venge. He goes out of his way every day to 
say to the Bourbon leaders: 

“* You shail not comein. I intend tocrush 
you. You have ill-treated me. You have 
despised me. I intend to ruin you.’ 

“And he meansit. He woulda thousand 
times rather that Garfieid should be elected 
than that the Bourbon Democratic Electoral 
ticket in Virginia shoul triumph. There is 
no possible chance, therefore, that Mahone 
will unite with the Bourbons.”’

} Wir. Asa Dow Firm in His Ultimatum 


of Yesterday. 

The ultimatum of Mr. Asa Dow, in which he 
refused to put up any more margins on pork 
contracts, as reported in an interview with him 
in yesterday's TRIBUNE, created quite a rippie 
in provision circles, both on ‘Change and 
on the Call Board. Two or _§ three 
of the “longs” to whom Mr. Dow was 
“short ’”’ consulted their counsel at an early 
bour yesterday morning, and, on being assured 
that be could make no legal protest against the 
rules of the Board,—both the Call and the regu- 
lar organizations,—proceeded to “ buy in the 
stuff’ under the rule. Among these deals there 
was one of 1,000 barrels of pork, and others ag- 
gregating 1,250 tierces of iard, all of which were 
bought in for the benefit of whom it may con- 


cern. 

At the afternoon call, which was the largest 
in the history of the organization,—the sales 
amounting to over four millions bushels of grain 
—Mr. Dow was a free seller of corn for future 
delivery—his sales gees 135,000 bushels, 
of which there were 100, ushels of corn; 
20,000 bushels of wheat; and 15,000 bushels of 
rye. Mr. B. P. Hutchinson purchased the corn. 

Immediately after the call Mr. Dow was 
waited on by the confidential clerk of a 
La Salle street house, and asked to put 
u additional margins on a tard deal. 
Mr. Dow declined, stating that he had given 
notice through THe TrisuNeE that he would 
put up no more margins on provision deals, 
and that anybody who bought in under 
the rule would do so at his own risk, and 
not at his (Mr. Dow's). The young man rea- 
soned with Mr. Dow for some time, but, con- 
trary to expectation, found that he was as irre- 
vocable as the Medes and Persians.

LOCAL POLITICS. 


The Choice for Congressman in 
the Third District. 


A Large Meeting of the Friends of Mr. 
Washburne, 


Hie Will Consent to Run if He Is Nom-« 
inated.

THIRD CONGRESSIONAL. 
MEETING OF MR. WASHBURNE’S FRIENDS. 

A meeting of gentlemen desirous of seeing 
the Third Congressional District represented 
by the Hon. E. B. Washburne was held 
yesterday noon in the club-room of the Sher- 
man House. About thirty gentlemen, more 
or less, prominently known in business and 
political circles were present, and among 
them Henry J. Willing, E..F. Cragin, L. W. 
McConnell, W. M. Hoyt, M. N. Kimball, 
Gen. A. L. Chetlain, ex-Ald. Dickinson, 
secorge E. Adams, William Stewart, Prof. 
Kistler, C. Il. Mulliken, C. R. Carbin, R. 8S. 
Critchell, Thomas Wallin, and William 
Floto. The meeting was called to order by 
Henry J. Wilting, who nominated. Abijah 
Keith to preside. The nomination was made 
unanimous. Mr. Henry T. Rogers was chosen 
Secretary. The Chairman briefly stated the 
object of the meeting, and announced his 
readiness to receive suggestions or motions. 

Mr. Willing inquired if 


ANYBODY HAD SPOKEN 
BURNE 
on the subject of his candidacy and eould in- 


form the meeting as to his position in the 
matter, ' 

Gen. Chetlain said he had talked with Mr. 
Washburne in regard to the matter shortly 
before his departure for Europe. He hadno 
idea that he would accept a nomination, 
knowing his plans in connection with some 
literary work which he wished to carry out 
in the next two or three years. Neverthe- 
less, he put the question directly to, him: 
“if you should be nominated in the dis- 
trict, will you accept?’ Mr. Washburne 
replied: “I don’t want -the place, 


but if the nomination was _ tendered 
to me I could give no good reason why I 
should not accept it. Some citizen in the 
district has to discharge that duty, and I 
could give no reason why I should not. If 
the nomination was tendered me, and I ac- 
cepted, I should come home immediately and 
make an active and thorough canv ss of the 
district.” 

The General added that he then asked Mr. 
Washburne if he was authorized to make 
that statement, and Mr. Washburne said ves. 
This, concluded Gen. Chetlain, was all he 
had to say. 

Mr. Floto said he had seen Mr. Washburne 
twice before he left, when he had stated his 
position substantially as it had just been 
stated by Gen. Chetlain. 

Mr. Willing moved the appointment of a 
Committee of Five to call a general meeting 
of Republicans in the district, and take all 
the eo eas raed preliminary steps looking to 
an organization. 

Gen. Chetlain remarked that this Commit- 
tee should arrange for the holding of a 
representative meeting of the influential 
voters in the district. That meeting could 
call a general meeting, and a Committee 
could issue an address. 

Mr. Floto inquired whether, in the opinion 
of the meeting, the movement should be en- 
tirely in favor of Mr. Washburne, or whether 
it should not be in the interest of any good 
man in the district. He claimed to be as 
warm a friend of Mr. Washburne as any- 
body, but he should very much 

DISLIKE TO SEE HIM SLAUGHTERED. 

He was one of the most pewmninant states- 
inen in the country, and it was more than 
likely that if the Republican ticket was 
elected in November—as he believed it would 
be—Mr. Washburne might be called upon to 
accept a Cabinet position. This would be 
utterly out of - sno. however, if he 
should be defeated for Congress. Moreover, 
if he should be defeated in the Convention, 
that defeat wouid place his recent candidacy 
for the Presidency in ai nridiculous 
light, and such a result as this would 
be most dispfeasing to his friends. 
Mr. Floto. said he should like to see 
the Republicans of the Third District, at 
least, say that the Republican party meant 
reform within itself, and not bring out the 
old machine-politicians and their manage- 
ment. Noone would rejoice more than he 
if they could nominate Mr. Washburne, but 
he was decidedly opposed to taking any risk. 
In short, Mr. Washburne must either be 
nominated, or he must notbe mentioned in 
the matter at all. 

Mr. John Woodbridge, Jr., didn’t think 
there was any danger of Mr. Washburne’s 
defeat; didn’t think that there were men 
enough in the district who would dare to 
work against so able, so well-known, and so 
highly honored a gentleman. 


A WORD FOR BARBER. 


Mr. William Stewart remarked that the dis- 
trict was now represented by a gentleman 
who, as far as he could see, had never done 
anything or failed to do a for which 
he should be set on one side. Nor had he 
ever heard that Mr. Washburne had done 
anything for the district, politically or other- 
wise. Mr. Barber was very popular in the 
district, and had obtained for it what other 
members of Congress whose terms of service 
were longer had failed to obtain. In short, 
he didn’t see why Mr. Barber should be 
entirely ignored in this matter. He re 
garded Mr. Floto’s suggestion as a 
good one. Mr. Barber was an able and ac- 
complished lawyer, a thorough Republican, 
and an excellent business man, and had done 
good service, At the same time Mr. Stewart 
said he had nothing tosay against Mr. Wash- 
burne. Yet in the glamour which had been 
thrown about his long and distinguished 
career, many people forgot that he was now 
an old man, and, in the speaker’s opinion, 
any urging of Mr. Washburne’s name in the 
district would simply result in the nomina- 
tion of Mr. Farwell. Between Barber and 
Farwelle he much preferred the former. The 
gentlemen present must remember that they 
had a great deal of troubie to purify 
the sort of politics inaugurate 
some years ago by the Farwell clique, when 
the blacklegs, the gamblers. and other classes 
were efficient not only at the primaries but 
at the election and carried things by’ fraud, 
The Republicans of the Third Disfrict did 
not want to institute that condition of affairs 
again. Mr. Barber was popular and eligible, 
and, in his opinion, was the man they ought 
to select. He was aware that what he said 
was probably in opposition to the sentiments 
of the majority of those present, but he said 
it with due respect. 

Mr. Cragin remarked that Mr. Floto’s sug- 
gestion had not been accepted. 

Mr. Willing said that so far as he was con- 
cerned he did not wish to push Mr. Wash- 
burne as against other candidates. Ifit was 
the wish of the disinterested citizens of the 
Third District, he should be in hearty sym- 
pathy with the suggestion of Mr. Stewart,— 
that all such disinterested citizens should 
meet for the purpose of determining upon 
whom they should unite.

THE CONCLAVE AND THE GRUMBLERS. 
A couple of the Chicago newspapers have 
undertaken to voice the dissatisfaction which 
has arisen from some of the disappointments, 
discomforts, and inconveniences that were 
experienced during the Templars’ Conclave. 
After the style of too many of the newspa- 
pers published in this country, these journals 
present this one side of the case so aggres- 
sively that their readers, laying aside their 
own observations, would conclude ‘that the 
recent celebration was a complete fizzle. 
One of the grumblers’ organs levels all its 
guns at the Chairman of the Triennial Com- 
mittee, and fires at him with blurred nonpa- 
reil and involved brevier. The other makes 
a precipitate and gratuitous effort to disavow 
all responsibility for the affair; so far as Chi- 
cago is concerned, and thus seeks to disarm 
the criticism which the management was 
predestined to receive. Both reflect in an 
exaggerated and unfair degree a very small 
proportion of the citizens of Chicago, and a 
still. smaller proportion of the visiting 
strangers, whether Templars or laymen. 
The fact is, that the voice of the grumbler is 
always loudest in the land, and discontent 
manifests itself so boisterously and unrea- 
sonably that it is generally overestimated. 
Tue Trisune has no desire to deny or de- 
fend some of the obvious blunders that were 
made. It is possible that the Chairman of 
the Triennial Committee undertook more 
than any one man could do well. It is 
usually the case that gentlemen are selected 
to serve on Committees rather on account of 
their prominence before the community than 
for any special executive capacity, and the 
result is that committee work in popular 
demonstrations is rarely efficient. It goes 
without saying that Chicago, as a com- 
munity, has no responsibility for the short- 
comings or mishaps of the Masonic celebra- 
tion, because it was an undertaking of the 
Templar Association. But, when ali this has 
been freely admitted, there remains much to 
be proud of, and it may be safely asserted 
that there is no other city in the country 
where the same number of people could have 


been accommodated so comfortably and en- 


tertained so handsomely, at so small a cost 
to the strangers, as in Chicago. Those who 
recall their experiences in other cities upon 
occasions when not one-fifth as many 
strangers were congregated will indorse this 
statement. 

Two causes, both unavoidable, were re- 
sponsible in the main for the confusion, de 
lay, and annoyance that were incident to cer- 
tain parts of the celebration. One was that 
the affair was too big; the other was the ex- 
ceptionally warm weather of the days on 
whieh the procession and the competitive 
drill occurred. 

Neither the Triennial Committee nor its 
Chairman, neither the Templars as a body 
nor the people as a community, could drive 
away the strangers that came by legions from 
all sections of thecountry. The population 
of Chicago was temporarily increased by one- 
third, and this enormous mass of strangers, 
not much less than 200,000 people, was rushed 
upon the city in one day. Such an influx of 
humanity would have startled any other 
comucunity; the Chicago people, as a rule, 
kept cool and did their best to take 
eare of the multitude. The private houses 
were freely opened to visitors after 
the immense hotel accommodations were ex- 
hausted. The restaurants fed all that came 
to them as long as anything to eat was left 
in their kitchens. We venture to say that no- 
body went away hungry, or suffered from 
exposure, except from heat that could not be 
escaped. But the crowd was too great to ad- 
mit of comfort or satisfaction. It over- 


‘ whelmed the managers of the affair, though 


it led to no disturbance. Confusion was in- 
evitable, and dissatisfaction a necessary re- 
sult. If hackmen sometimes took advantage 
of the rush, it is not more than the same 
class in other cities do in the ordinary 
routine. if horse-cars, stages, and other 
vehicles proved to be insufficient to take care 
of the people, it is certain that the supply 
held out longer and did better service than 
would have been the case elsewhere. Those 
who are abusing Chicago as a city, or the 
management of the Conclave because 
they had to pay five cents for a 
glass of water at the Jockey Club 
Park, yhere 30,000 were gathered, and 
on warm a day as Wednesday, or even 
th who wanted beer and were forced to 
pay ten cents a glass for that beverage, re- 
veal a very narrow mind which they would 
better conceal; such complaints are only 
equaled by the grumbling at the payment of 
a small tentage fee, the aggregate revenue 
from which was about as a drop of water in 
a bucket when compared with the expense 
of the week’s entertainment. 

The oppressively warm weather was a 
natural misfortune, and it was the more 
trying because it rarely comes and is never 
expected in Chicago. There is an abiding 
consolation, however, in the reflection that 
the same days would have been found more 
exhausting had the multitude been assem- 
bled in any other accessible city in the coun- 
try. It was the heat which caused so many 
of the Commanderies to break ranks before 
the line of march had been completed on 
Tuesday. lt was the heat, in addition 
to the mistake of issuing too many 
invitations, that made the Exposition ball 
insufferable. It was the heat that caused 
both delay and discomfort at the grounds 
where the competitive drill took place. It 
was the heat that soured everybody’s tem- 
per and aggravated trifling annoyances into 
great trials. But this heat was an incident 
that can be traced to no power which can be 
called to account, and most of the people 
who endured it must be conscious of the fact 
that it would have been worse almost any- 
where else at the same time. ‘ 

Of course there were mistakes. The pro- 
jected line of march was too long, consider- 
ing the weather. Altogether too many in- 
vitations were issued to the ball. There were 
other annoyances that might possibly have 
been averted had anybody been able to fore- 
see the magnitude of the crowd. But there was 
a lavishness about all parts of the entertain- 
ment which commanded respect even at the 
cost of personal comfort, The elaborate |

THE CENSUS OF ILLINOIS, 1880. 

We print this morning the census returns 
from the 102 counties of Illinois. These 
figures have been revised and corrected to 
the latest moment. The returns are all 
official, except from seven counties. From 
these we give the uncorrected figures as first 
estimated and reported, but the figures of 
these counties, as finally certified by the Su- 
pervisors, will not change the total result at 
the outside more than 300 either way. 

The total result does not equal the antici- 
pations. Some of the agricultural counties 
have made but little increase, while others 
show an actual decrease. The decrease in 
population, and the extent of the decline, was 
in the following counties: 


There has been a general increase in the 
cities and towns throughout the State. The 
average gain has been the most uniform in 
the counties in the southern third of the 
State, and especially those on the eastern or 
Indiana line. 

The total population of the State, subject 
to such small corrections as the final scrutiny 
may make necessary. is 3,083,326. The 
growth of the State from its admission into 
the Union in 1818 may be thus stated by dec- 


1880 

The population of Ohio in 1870 
260, being 125,369 in excess of that of Illinois. 
It has been expected that the increase in this 
State would place Illinois above Ohio in the 
rank of population, but, if the estimates 
which have been published of the population 
of Ohio be substantially correct, that State 
will remain, as she is now, the fourth of the 
Union in population. 

The Siate of Illinois was never so prosper- 
ous as she is at thistime. The farmers who 
sold out a sacrifice after the panic of 1873, 
and moved further West to begin life anew, 
are, after five years’ experience, coming back 
to Illinois and buying new lands and open- 
ing up new farms. The progress in agri- 
cultural wealth has never been so great in 
Illinois as it has been during the last three 
years.

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come of the manifest falsification of the cen- 
sus in certain of the Southern States. The 
South Carolina falsifiers have certainly over- 
reached themselves. When the Charleston 
(S. C.) News and Courter announced from 
data which had been furnished it by 
enumerators that the population of the State 
would show an increase of %5 per cent, the 
statement at once aroused universal sus- 
picion of fraud. This was increased when 
similar reports came from North Carolina 
and the two Virginias. It then began to 
dawn upon the country that there had been 


take cognizance of unauthorized estimates. 


— Tt is now reported, however, that the act- 


ual aggregation of the census of South Caro- 
lina will show an increase during the past 
ten years of 43 per cent! Such a showing, 
in contrast with the increase in the most 
prosperous Western States, in the face of the 
contradictory statements as to business, rev- 
enue, education, etc., and in spite of the well- 
known fact that foreign emigrants to this 
country avoid the South in the main, will be 
altogether too severe a strain upon thecredu- 
lity of the country, and will almost certainly 
lead to a recount under new supervisors and 
enumerators. All the conditions of this al- 
leged increase in South Carolina betray its 
falsity. In an average increase of 45 per 
cent throughout the State, the two counties 
which contain the leading and growing cities 
—Charieston and Columbia—report an in- 
crease respectively of only 16 and 7 percent. A 
backwoods county, which in 1870 had less in- 
habitants than it had forty years before, now 
reports an increase of 80 per cent! The ex- 


planation is that the frauds were not feasible : 


in the commercial and intelligent communi- 
ties where Republicans still have some 
standing, and that the frauds in other sec- 
tions had to be carried beyond all reason in 
order to make.out the desired increase in the 
State as a whole. While South Carolina re- 
ports an increase of population amounting to 
43 per cent within the past ten years, the 
Government reports an actual decrease of 52 
per cent in the internal-revenue receipts 
within the same period; yet the States of 
Michigan and Minnesota show an average 


increase in internal-revenue receipts of more | 


than 40 per cent during the same time, 
while claiming only about one-half as much 
increase in population. In the distribution 
of mail matter there has been an increase of 
only 34 per cent during the decade, while the 
Western States, with their real increase in 
population of only one-half of the assumed 
increase in Squth Carolina, have added twice 
as much to the postal revenues. Other facts 
equally significant stamp the South Carolina 
census as a fraud, and the sameis true of 
other Southern States where an exaggerated 
increase in population is reported. 

The Administration must deal with these 
frauds promptly and summarily. Fortu- 
nately it has the authority to order a new 
count. Any other course, under the circum- 
stances, will be a gross political outrage 
upon the Northern States. The South 
already enjoys an unconstitutional propor- 
tion of representation in Congress because it 
has practically disfranchised large numbers 
of its citizens who are thus deprived of, rep- 
resentation. This injustice must not be in- 
creased by condoning census frauds as well. 
The proper remedy should be applied at 
once, for delay and trifling will only serve 
to give the frauds a stronger hold upon the 
records.

ENFORCING CONTRACTS. 

One of the most interesting commercial 
questions that have arisen in many years is 
now before the Board of Trade of this city 
demanding attention. Some months ago the 
Directors of the Board decided that the Board 
could not undertake to enforce contracts 
made within other commercial organizations. 


This was supposed by many, at the time, to. 


be directly aimed at what is euphoniously 
but erroneously termed the “ bucket-shop”’: 
but it included the Call Board, though the 
membership of the latter consists altogether 
of members of the greater Board. Therehas 
hitherto been little trouble on account 
of the ruling, the transactions on both 
Boards being generally “rung in” to- 
gether, and créated as of equal importance in 


settling up deals. The trading on the Call is | 


most largely in hog products, grain being let 
alone at the morning gathering; and certain 
members have exerted themselves to do as 
much of the trading in hog product on the 
Call as possible.

A gentleman prominently “short” gn 
pork has announced his intention to fall back 
on the ruling above noted. He is unwilling 
to put up margins to guarantee the perform- 
ance of contracts made on the “Call.” and 
claims that the Board of Trade cannot disci- 
pline him for the refusal. Of course, if his 
case be sustained, it will not be the only one. 
The result may be a virtual collapse of the 
present “deal” in pork and lard, and a com- 
plete remodeling of the present mode of 
transacting business in produce. 

it fs not impossible that the position of the 
Board of Trade in this matter is miscon- 
strued; it is probable that if not misunder- 
stood it will be changed—or the Call Board 
will be abolished. It is argued that, after 
contracts have been signed in the usual way 
between the two parties to a trade, they can 
be held to the performance of the contract, 
as members of the Board, wherever the 
agreement may have been entered into, even 
if outside the State of Illinois. This was, 
till recently, understood to be the rule with 
regard to transactions between members of 
the Board of Trade; and it is difficult to see 
how a contrary rule can be followed without 
seriously lessening-the value of the Board as 
a commercial qrganization, and even de- 
stroying any reason that may now appear for 
its existence. e 


THE CASE IN INDIANA. 

We publish this morning a large portion of 
avery brilliant speech delivered last night 
at Terre Haute, Ind., by Gen. Ben Harri 
son. The speech was an able review of the 
genera! political questions of the day, but 
we have selected those portions which ex- 
plain the special case as it stands before the 
people of Indiana, and on which they will 
vote at the October election. 

It is somewhat humiliating to the American 
doctrine of self-government that the result 
of the election in Indiana, or in any State, 
should depend on the fact whether there wil! 
be an honest election and an honest count 
and return of the votes. This is not a new 
state of things in Indiana. It has been for 
many years admitted to be a reproach upon 
the character of State laws which rendered 
such dishonest elections possible. Gov. Hen- 
dricks and Gov. Baker, representing both 
parties, strongly represented the evils of this 
law. Heretofore a residence of six months 
in any partof the State entitled any adult 
male to vote at any precinct at which he 
might present himself on election-day. Resi- 
dence in the county or ward was not 
requisit, and the voter of to-day frequently 
departed after depositing his ballot, to be 
heard of or knowh in the State no more.

A case was therefore hurriedly got 
up and taken to the Supreme Court, and that 
body (all Democrats), by a majority vote, 
decided that the amendments had never been 
adopted, because there was nothing to show 
that the affirmative vote was a majority of 
all the voters of the State. This restoration 
of the October election did Mr. Hendricks no 
good; the Cincinnati Convention refused to 
take him as a candidate, but picked up En- 
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glish, for whom Hendricks has @ hearty con- | 


tempt, as the candidate for the second place. 

The result is the restoration of the October 
elections and the restoration of the loose suf- 
frage qualifications, under which elections in 
Indiana have been notoriously fraudulent 
and scandalously dishonest for years. 

Gen. Harrison’s speech will be interesting 
because of its full history of these transac- 
tions, the details of which have not been 
generally known outside of the State. 
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A SPLENDID MUSICAL OPPORTUNITY FOR 
CHICAGO. 

Mr. Theodore Thomas has returned from 
Europe, and has been interviewed by a rep- 
resentative of the New York Herald, to 
whom he expressed himself very fully and 
freely. As the representative musi¢ian of 
this country, his views will be of interest to 
that large class of the public which patron- 
izes music, and, indirectly, his return has a 
bearing upon our own musical future which 
is of no less interest. 

Mr. Thomas announces that hereafter New 
York will be his home, and he will devote 
himself during the season to the series of 
Philharmonic concerts in New York and 
Brooklyn which he has heretofore ‘given 
withso much success. There will be six of 
these concerts given in each city, and un- 
questionably with more success than ever 
before, since, now that he is relieved from 
his duties in Cincinnati, he will be upon the 
ground for rehearsals and the proper prep- 
arations. He has brought back with him a 
large number of novelties, many of them in 
manuscript, fresh from the pens of the best 
European composers. As to the various re- 
ports in circulation that he is to take charge‘ 
of this place or that place, he said: 


A series of concerts I might lead in any proper 
locality, but I wili not lend myself and my name 
to it, becoming responsibie in a certain way for 
its reputation. No, I am not a business-man, 
but amusician. I prefer to deal only with mu- 
sical societies. Whenl have gone on the road 
with an orchestra or done anything of that sort 
it has not been to make money for myself, but 
to keep together the orchestra for winter work 
atthe symphony concerts, New York not fur- 
nishing them with sufficient employment. 


Among his other plans, he aiso announces 
that he shall give individual concerts, not a 
regular series, in Boston, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Cincinnati, and other large cities. 

Mr. Thomas also gave his impressions of 
some of the singers he heard in Europe, 
Nilsson, he thinks, is not in as good voice as 
she used to be. Patti, in his opinion, is the 
leading songstress of the world. Of Albani 
he says: “Her voice has gained in quality, 
and is richer and fuller. Her style is more 
confirmed, and she sings more evenly well 
throughout her scores.” Saint-Saéns, he 
thinks, is “a musical giant among men.” 
The great Handel Festival chorus, he thinks, 
was powerful, though at times the coloring 
was coarse and precision was lacking. He 
met Liszt in Weim ar, and the most important 
news he brings from the great musician is 
that he will write no more for the public. 
He visited the Conservatories in Munich, 
Paris, and Berlin, and finds the American 
students doing good work and taking a high 
position. Most remarkable of all, however, 
he heard “Tristan and Isolde” given in 
Munich, and made up his mind it would 
never be popular. 

In connection with his return and his 
future work Chicago is likely to be directly 
influenced. It is no secret that Mr. Thomas 
has always had a strong affection for this 
city, and that he would have come here in 
preference to Cincinnati had any induce- 
ments been held out to him. In all his plans 
for the future, Chicago has always been taken 
into account, and is now,—one of the imme- 
diate projécts being the organization of a 
musical festival here next year upon a similar 
scale with those given in Cincinnati. It is 
too early as yet to give any details, but the 
general announcement that there will bea 
festival here is undoubtedly correct, and five 
or six hundred names of singers are already 
onthe rolls. So far as chorus and soloists 
are concerned there will be no difficulty, and 
the same may be said of orchestra, as Mr. 
Thomas’ own players will probably be 
the foundation, as they have been 
at every one of the Cincinnati festivals, In 
this connection there is an opportunity for 
Chicago to knock the ground out from under 
the feet of Cincinnati. The Cincinnati Or- 
chestra, a splendid body of players, who 
have been under Mr. Thomas’ own direction 
for three or four years, and are now under 
the leadership of Michael Brand, whom Mr. 
Thomas named as his successor, can be 
brought here in a body, to remain perma- 
nently, if there is sufficient financial induce- 
ment. Such an organization, filled out with 
thirty or forty of our own best players, 
would give us an orchestra second only to 
Mr. Thomas’ New York Philharmonic, All 
that is wanting to induce them to come is the 
assurance of support, and we have the best 
authority to say that they will come in 
a body, and stay here, as soon as 
they can have such an assurance. 
Then we should have an orchestra worthy 
of the name and a credit to the city, instead 
of the conglomerations we have been having 
during the past ten years, never playing to- 
gether as a whole for any length of time or 
having the same conductor even a year at a 
time. There is no good reason why such an 
orchestra should not have enough to do here, 
and there is equally no good reason why 
some of our wealthy men should not club to- 
gether, bring the orchestra here, put up a 
handsome establishment like Koster & Bials’, 
for instance, in New York, making it first- 
class in every particular and making it pay. 
Chicago is large enough to suppo rt such an 
undertaking.

The Murderer Robertson Hang 
at Greenville, O., Yes- ~ 
terday. 


His Crime the Killing of a Broth- 
er-in-Law in October 
‘ Last. 


The Wearer of the Noose the Most 
Unconcerned Person on the 
Ground. 


Robertson’s Record as a Guérrilla Dur- 
ing the War of the Rebelil- 
ion. 


Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

GREENVILLE, O., Aug. 20.—Monroe Rob- 
ertson, the leader of the famous band of Mis- 
souri guerrillas known during the War as 
Robertson’s gang, was hanged here to-day 
for the murder of his brother-in-law, Wiley 
Coulter, at Painter Creek, Darke County, on 
the 2d day of October last. Robertson was 
one of the coldest-hearted villains that ever 
stretchea hemp in the Buckeye State; 
and the people of Greenville are congrat- 
ulating each other that justice has been meted 
out at last, and that they are safely rid of a 
man whose mere presence was a menace to 
their lives and property. His criminal career 
commenced almost as soon as he had left his 
cradle, and was ended by the tragic scene in 
the court-yard to-day. 

Ex-Sheriff Hall arrested him last summer 
at Dallas, a small country town eight miles 
back from Greenville, on a dispatch from 
& Missouri Sheriff, who directed that 
he should be held for the murder 
of four men, committed soon after. the 
War. While he was lying in jail awaiting 
the arrival of officers from Missouri, Sheriff 
Halil accumulated evidence that Robertson 
had killed at least nine men, being the ag- 
gressor himself in eachinstance. The Prose- 
cuting Attorney who had the case in charge 
found that the expense of a requisition, 
transportation, trial, execution, and reward 
would amount to several thousand dollars, 
which he thought too much money to spend 
in prosecuting one man, when he had plenty 
of material to work on: and Robertson 
was consequently turned loose. Afterward, 
when he again came before the public in the 
réle of a murderer, the papers collected by 
Hall were stolen by a curiosity-hunter; and, 
as the case at home was a clear one, no at- 
tempt was made to strengthen it by intro- 
ducing outsidetestimony. For that reason it 
is difficult to give a correct history of his 
former crimes. 

When the War broke out he was liv- 
ing on the Missouri border, where he 
led a rough life among the cowboys 
and teamsters. if he had any political con- 
victions he did not allow them to interfere 
with his own interests, and, instead of enter- 
ing either of the arniies that lay on both sides 
of him, he organized an “independent com- 
pany,” and,in the name of the North, set 
about burning the houses and stealing the 
property of Southern sympathizers; 
and, .ulider -the Rebel flag, shot 
down every Union man who 
dared to dispute his rightto whatever fell in 
his way. His. gang was the terror of the 
border until it was broken up near the close 
of the War. During the disturbances that 
followed the disbanding of the army, he rode 
into a village, and in less than an bour had 
killed four citizens. Escaping to Cedar Coun- 
ty, he shot a man named Bott, for whose 
murder an indictment is still in 
existence. From there he made his 
way across the ‘Kansas line, and 
attacked a man at work chopping wood. The 
first shot took effect in the man’s thigh, or 
the lower part of the back, and he tried to 
split Robertson’s skull with his ax; but the 
blade struck in his face and did not accom- 
plish its work. The mark still disfigures one 
cheek. Robertson’s second shot was fatal 
and the murderer rode away with the blood 
still flowing from his wound. Then a man in 
Virginia fell, pi®reed by a bullet from his rifle. 
Escaping by night, he came to this county, 
and hired asa helper around a small saw- 
mill. His wife, who had been left in Mis- 
souril, came on to him; and her brother, 
Wiley Coulter, a boy of 19, afterward be- 
came a member of the family. Last summer 
Robertson got so abusive that his wife and 
the children teft home and had him arrested 
for his inhuman treatment. Coulter 
was the chief prosecuti witness; 
and, as Robertson was being led to jail after 
receiving a heavy sentence, he swore that the 
a4 should pay for that day’s work with his 
ife, 

On the 2d day of October they met in a 
saloon, and Robertson professed great friend- 
ship; but Coulter was.afraid of him, and 
kept with the crowd. Laterin the day, Coulter 
and a friend named Engle went to the house 
and Engle asked for a watch that belonge 
to Coulter. Robertson toid Engle that Coulter 
would have to come after it himself, and 
asked if he was not behind the house. Be- 
ing answered in the affirmative 
went into the back yard, and clutched the 
boy by the throat, but lost his grip. Pulling 
his revolver, he fired four shots 
Coulter ran, three of which 
effect in his back and side. 
ing his revolver and shouldering his 
rifle, he took to the woods, with a pusse in 
hot pursuit. Being overtaken, he put his 
back to a tree and leveled his rifle at the 
foremost of his pursuers. The cap snapped, 
and he was covered with a dozen guns. It 
was with the utmosi difficulty that the officer 
prevente. his assistants from riddling Rob- 
ertson’s body with bullets, and he narrowly 
escaped being lynched twice during his trial. 

The evidence was conclustve, and the trial 
was short. When the Judge pronounced 
the death-sentence, a thousand men stood by 
with uncovered heads, and, when the last 
word was spoken, they gave a shout that 
was heard nearly a mile away. This was 
three times repeated, although the Judge, 
Sheriff, and Bailiffs did their utmost to pre- 
serve order. 

On the night of July 12 Robertson’s keeper 
was awakened by a gurgling soubd in Rob- 
ertson’s cell, and, on going to his bed, found 
that he had cut his throat and wrist with a 
broken blade from a penknife, and was 
rapidly bleeding to death, A surgeon was 
summoned, and the wounds sewed up. Since 
then Robertson has been kept under double 
guard, and visitors have been excluded. 

Robertson slept well last night and eat a 
hearty breakfast. This morning he spent in 
taking leave of friends and dressing for the 
execution. At half-past 10 his 12-year-old 
boy was admitted to the cell. Both cried for 
afew minutes withont speaking, then Rob- 
ertson said: “It is too late to cry now; 
you would not come when you could save 
me; you swore agains’ me, and I must die.” 
He asked the boy if he had not been hired to 
swear, and said he would never forgive his 
children until they confessed they had con- 
spired against him.

THE RAILROADS. 


NOT TO BLAME. 

The article recently published in THe 
TRIBUNE which contained complaints about 
the delay in hearing and disposing of what 
are known as the “six months’ claims” for 
labor and supplies against the old Indianap- 
olis, Bloomington & Western Railroad, now 
Indiana, Bloomington & Western, has caused 
Mr. W. P. Fishback, Master in Chancery, to 
send a letter of explanation to the editor of 
Tue TRIBUNE. 

These claims, Mr. Fishback says, were 
originally referred to his predecessor, J. D. 
Howland, now deceased, and Judge Livings- 
ton Howland, of Indianapolis, and numbers 
of them were allowed, amounting to several 
hundred thousand dollars. Exceptions were 
filed to the report of the Master making the 
allowances, which exceptions were argued 
at great length before Judge Drummond at 
Indianapolis by counsel representing the 
bondholders and the holdersof larger claims. 
Meanwhile acase had gone to the Supreme 
Court of the United States involving sub- 
stantially the same questions argued before 
Judge Drummond, and when the decision in 


that case was announced the counsel repre- 
senting the claims pending in the Indiana 
lis, Bloomington & Western case deemed it 
necessary to take further testimony in order 
to b their claims within the rule estab- 
lished by the decision of the Supreme Court. 
To that end Judge Drummond made an order 
of reference Feb. 13, requiring Mr. Fishback 
as Master in Chancery, to take evidence 
report what amount was paid by the Company 
on coupons and bondsof the main line and 
extension and interest thereon from Jan. 1, 
1873, to July.1, 1874, and from July 1, 1874, to 
Dec. 1, 1874, and whether the funds with 
which the payments were made were derived 
from the income of the road or otherwise; 
also what amount was expended by the 
Company on the main line and extension 
during that time for permanent improve- 
ments, right of way, etc, and if 
any such payments were made;, the 
source from which the fund was ob- 
tained, and whether from ineome or 
otherwise; also what amount was expended 
by the Receiver on the main line and on the 
extension for permanent improvements, etc. 
The order required him to discriminate so 
far as practicable between what would be 
considered the mere operating expenses of 
the roadand what was permanent improve- 
ment, betterment, etc. He was also to report 
the gross earnings of the road during the time 
above mentioned, and what remained after 
deducting from those earnings the amount 
expended for necessary operating expenses 
and necessary imprevements. Where payment 
was found by the Master to have been made, 
he was required to state in what the pay- 
ment consisted. 

The only counsel who appeared before him 
represent the claimants in this investiga- 
tion were the firms of McDonald & Builer 
and Claypool, Newcomb & Ketcham, of In- 
dianapolis. It was first arranged that the ex- 
amination of Chauncy Kelsey, then Auditor 
of the road, should begin befere Mr. Fish- 
back March 30. Mr. Kelsey appeared and 
stated thatit would be wweacepl 5 in order 
to answer the questions propounded to him 
to have some one familiar with the books of 
the Company to examine the accounts, and 
that it would require weeks and even 
months of labor to prepare intelligent 
answers. Mr. A. P. Lewis, for some years 
Treasurer of the road, was then om peoyed, 
and Judge Drummond directed that he 
should have access the books of the Com- 
pany. April 28 couffsel appeared before Mr. 
Fishback, and one day was consumed in 
taking the testimony, when it was discover- 
ed that further examinations must be made to 
enable the witness to preceed. A postpone- 
ment was had until May 26, but the witness 
was not yet ready, and the matter was 

postponed until June 4 On 

counsel were called to 

Chicago and could not appear. They 
appeared before him, however, July 12, 
and Mr. Lewis was called as a witness, and 
his examination progressed until counsel be- 
eame too ill to proceed, and asked a post- 
ponement until Oct. 14, which was agreed 


to. 

Mr. Fishback says that it will be seen from 
the foregoing that he is not responsible for 
the delay. It is impossible to make the re- 
port required by the Court without a 
thorough investigation of the books and ac- 
counts. More than one person cannot work 
at the books at the same time, and Mr. Lewis 
is the one best qualified to do what is neces- 
sary to be done, and he is doing all that can 
be done to complete his task ds quickly as 
possible. 

Mr. Fishback assures the claimants that no 
unnecessary delay has occurred or will be 
allowed in the prosecution of the investiga- 
tion. He has been ready at all times to at- 
tend the investigation, and does not think 
that any just cause of complaint exists. Mr. 
Kelsey, now Auditor of the Chicago & Alton, 
— fully confirm all that has been stated 
above. 


The effect of the decision in the Fosdick &

be made a charge upon the read prior to the 
first mortgage unless it should appear that 
the earnings of the road which snould have

STORM DAMAGE.

The thunder was awful. Luckily no harm 
was done. Lightning entered the dwelling 
of a family near St. Petersburg through the 
chimney. The kitchen stove was wrenched 
to pieces and the inmates knocked on the 
floor. Lightning demoralized the telegraph 
station at Dallas, tearing out the instrumen 

melting wires, and burning a _ smal 
hole through the side of the building. 
This morn th of the tanks at 
Dallas boiled over, and the burning fluid 
fired several rigs and dwelling houses. th 
tanks are nearly burned out. Nof er 
danger apprehended. A summary’ of the 
fires shows that 62,000 barrels of oil: were 
burned. The total loss is estimated at $98,500. 


DESTRUCTIVE WATER-SPOUTS.

Kansas Crry, Mo., Aug. 20.—The Kansas 
Divisien of the Union Pacific Railway is 
having a terrible time out on the plains, from 
overflows caused by water-spouts. Four 
times during the past few days has the track 
been swept away, and to-day news was re- 
ceived of another: break. The trouble is 
within a distance of sixty miles, near Car- 
son, and at one point a fifty-foot bridge 
was carried two miles down a ravine 
where water never flows except during a 
storm, and over 2,000 feet of track was 
washed away.

THE TEXAS STORM. 

Sr. Louis, Aug. 2.—Col. Baker, Superin- 
tendent of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company, hasa dispatch from Corpus Christi, 
Tex., which says: “lt is reported here that 
Brownsville, Tex., near the mouth of the 
Rio Grande, was nearly destroyed by the 
fearful storm which prevailed along the 
Texas coast on the 12th and 13th Inst., and 
that many lives were lost, The telegraph 
wires along the coast from “Indianola south 
were prostrated, and are still down south of 
Corpus Christi. The military telegraph line 
from Brownsville up the Rio Grande is also 
badly torn down, therefore no communica- 
tion can be bad with the stricken city.” 


WAUPACA, WIS.

Waupaca, Wis., Aug. 20.—Last night, 
during a heavy wind, bail-stones fell in this 
city that measured nine inches in circum- 
ference. Large flat pieces of ice fell that 
were as large round as the bottom of a six- 
quart pan.

DEPARTURE OF THE TEMPLARS. 

Yesterday witnessed the actual Templar 
hegira at the hotels, and last night not a 
Commandery lingered as a distinct body.. 
Still there were left hundreds of Knights 
who propose to remain a few days and enjoy 
the cool breezes in quiét. The majority of 
the Commanderies did not fail to formally 
give ‘three cheers for the hotels at which 
they stopped, without forgetting the pro- 
prietor. The celebrated Monroe Command- 
ery, No. 12, of Rochester, N.° Y., left the 
Sherman House for the 5:15 train, after call- 
ing out Sir Knight Alvin Hulbert, for whom 
they gave three cheers. They were 
followed by Damascus Commandery, No. 1 
of St. Paul. who extracted a brief speech 
from Sir Knight Charlie Hilton. Monroe 
Commandery attracted a great deal of at- 
tention on their way to the depot, and gave 
several exhibitions of their rapid and fault- 
less movements. Oriental, of Cleveland, and 
Detroit, Ne. 1, left the Pacific during the 
morning. Late in the afternoon the lobbies 

* and halls of the hotels had resumed their 
wonted appearance, except for the occasional 

limpses ag Templar’s uniform belonging 

— Sir Knight who took no part in 
the eral retreat. y the even- 
ing time there remained only the 
membersof the Grand Commanderies and 
the stragglers, who were enjoying themselves 
as they saw fit. It became alittle more pos- 
sible to secure a decent. room, the regular 
transients began to arrive, and the. hotel 
clerks resumed their old-time immobility, and 
returned to the old routine with evident relief 

. painted on their haughty countenances. 

The various Grand Commanderies left the 
city last night with but little display or noise 
as they were smaller and more dignitie 
bodies than the individual subordinate’ Com- 
manderies, The Grand Recorder of the 
Grand Encampment still has his headquar- 
ters at the Grand Pacific Hotel, where he is 
busy on the records of the late session, and 
several of the other officers of the Grand En- 
campment remain behind. Not .a single 
Commandery can be found as an organized 
bedy at any of the hotels. 

CAMP DE MOLAI 

wore a disheveled and wild look yesterday— 
adreary and boy-stricken waste of empty 
waste-paper, slop-bucke melon- 

rinds, cigar stubs, sherry bottles smelt 
of queer sherry, ({cigarets, camp-stools, 
cots, tent-pins, tin cans, nutshells, orange 
peels and banana skins—with here and there 
a colored gentleman sitting en a bucket like 
a bump.on a log, sadly whistling and waiting 
for the incidental quarter and occasional 
dime to turn up and compensate his vigil. The 
Sir Knights had fled, vanished, packed up 
their little gripsacks, and rounded up their 
families and silently stolen away. There 
was mud—lots of it—mud_ on tents, beds, and 
stools, mud to the right and left—and the 
grass wore a distressed look that Was painful 
to gazeon. Already an army was at work, 
loosening tent-pins and guy-ropes, in prep- 
aration of to-morrow’s strike. ‘The last drum- 
major had exploded with importance; the 
last gonfaion had flapped its fringe in the 
breeze; the last Templar had given out his 
Jast card and gone home to die; the last 
brass-band had brayed out its march, wel- 
come, and serenade; the last cop had exer- 
. cised his brief but glorious authority,—and 
poe De Molai, with its plumes, and furs, 
and feathers, was no more. To-day the tents 
will be struck and carted back to the Arsenal 
and to the warehouses, and of all the 
grandeur they once held, no man shall see a

Your earnest, 
eloquent, but too evlogistic words wouid be 
enough to embarrass any one in bis efforts to 
make an appropriate reply. Notwithstanding 
your disclaimer, you have unconsciously let the 
steadfast friendship of many years give too 
rich a coloring to the discharge of your present 
duty. But it only shows the warmth and depth 
of your affection, which you know is cordially 
reci ated. 

My gratification and pride at the reception of 
this testimonial from the Grand Encampment 
can only be felt, itcannot be expressed. The 
unanimity with which | was elected Grand Mas- 
terof Knights Templar in the United States, 
while it conveyed an honor that Kings might 
covet, carried with it the anxious fear that my 
administration of that great office might not 
satisfy the expectations and the hopes of those 
who placed. me there. But when | laid down 
the sceptre of authority and received a unani- 
mous cotamendation, all apprehension was for- 
gotten in the enjoyment of that consummation 
so devoutly wished. And now thatlam made 
the recipient of this exquisit gem of art, [ must 
leave you to imagine phrases which will prop- 
erly and feelingly express the liveliest pride and 
the profoundest gratitude, and I must ask you 
to consider that I have spoken them with a full, 
warm heart. ; 

I do not—I cannot—magnify the honors which 
our illustrious Order has conferred upon me. If 
its portais were guarded as they should be, even 
to gain admittance would be worthy of any 
man'’sambition.

Believing this to be the mission of our Order, 
I have labored in it with a loving zeal, and, if 
my services have ‘thing of the merit you 80 
kindly ascribe to them, I will, like Pau! at 
Forum Appii, when encouraged by his brethren, 
thank God and take courage. “And the presence 
of this beautifui statue will bea constant in- 
centive to emulate the heroic devotion and the 
unconquerabie valor of the lion-hearted King. 
And it will do more than that. It will, as you say, 
remind me continuously of the generous donors 
and of their manly virtues, which, being to me 
vivid realities that I have seen, and felt, and 
hofored, doe prove a more potent inspiration 
than any historic memory. 

Kight Eminent Sir, you only anticipate my 
own thought when you suggest that this mag- 
nificent present will for alltime find a most 
cherished place in my home and in the care of 
those who come afterme. In the house which 
shelters me and my children’s children, in the 
inner sanctuary of our Lares and Penates, will 
be found this statue of Ceour de Lion. And com- 
ing generations will experience the pride that [ 
do, and will inherit the profound gratitude I de- 
sire to express to the Grand Encumpment, and 
to you, sir, whose refined taste and cultured 
thought conceived the idea, and the fervency 
whose too partial tribute has added to the 
preciousness of the gift. 

Sir Knight Simons submitted the report of 
the Committee on Necrology, in which they 
said that in this Order of all others, the re- 
membrance of the dead was a duty impressed 
upon Knights by the inculeations of the 
ritual; and the older members should leave 
to the younger ones examples of lives devoted 
to the exalted principles of Templarism. 


THE REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON JURIS- 
PRUDENCE 

was taken up, and their recommendations as 
to the disposition of the various amendments 
to the code, digest, and constitution, published 
in -yesterday’s TRIBUNE, were concurred in, 
except that reiating to the holding of the 
Triennial Conclave in Washington, D. C., 
and those relating to uniform. ‘The former 
proposition was indefinitly postponed, and 
the latter referred to the Special Committee* 
on the subject. 

Sir James Seymour, P. P. P. of Canada, 
at this point arose and returned thanks for 
the courtesy shown him, and expressed the 
pleasure he had derived from his visit. There 
were twenty-five Canadians present; he 
hoped there would be 100 in San Francisco.

SAN FRANCISCO. 
WHAT IS PROMISED IN HER NAME. 

“Now that San Francisco is to have the 
next Conclave, what do you propose to do 
for your visitors?” queried a reporter last 
evening of Grand Commander Bruce B. Lee, 
of California. 

“We intend,” said the gentleman ad- 
dressed, “to give them a warm reception, a 
pleasant, comfortable time of it while they 
are there, to keep them with us two or three 
weeks or more—as long as they want to stay, 
in fact: and to send them home happy and 
contented ; -so much so that they will want to 
come again.” 

‘* Now for the particulars, the details, as 
nearly as they can be given three years 
ahead,” 

* We shall havea parade, but instead of 
having 10,000 to 12,000 Knights in line we 
shall only have from 2,000 to 3,000, or 5,000 at 
the outside. Our situation is such that we 
won’t draw so many as Chicago did, but we 
will have enough representative men and 
representative Commanderies to guarantee 
an enjoyable time. We have the ad- 
vantage of you in the matter of 
weather any way, and in addition to that our 
procession will start on time, in the cool of 
the morning, and there will be no fatigue and 
no sunstrokes. Then we shall have yacht 
and railroad excursions to po eeangen f Santa 
Cruz, and other places, and there will be no 
red tape and no difficulty about going. We 
shall throw open the theatres, pos- 
sibly give a grand- reception at the 
Palace Llotel by the Grand Master, and 
probably a grand ball. But our ball will be 
exclusively for Knights Templar and their 
ladies, as yours ought to have been, and we 
shall have no jam about it., As soon as we 
get home we propose to make a contract 
with all the hotelkeepers for all the transient 
room they will probably have at that 
time. These rooms will be held by the 
Committee in charge, and no man living 
west of the Sierra Nevadas can get one of 
them for love or money. They will be kept 
first exclusively for the poopie from abroad 
—those from Maine, assachusetts, an 
other distant points. Those that are nearer 
home can arrange their own accommoda- 
tions, as they can easily do at 
any time. The hotels, we are assured, 
will charge regular rates and no more. San 
Francisco can’tafford todo anything else. 
And there will be no camp. Wehad enough 
of that here.”’ 

“ Will the millionaires on the Coast con- 
tribute as liberally as has been supposed ?”’ 

“We. don’t ask, and we don’t want, 
our rich men to do anything. 
The Commandery will provide for all 
the necessary expenses. But these will be 
coinparatively light. Half a dozen steam- 
ships will be lying idle. Our coal men will 
coal them and get up steam, four or five of 
our restaurant men will lunch them, and we 
will have our excursions.”’ 

“What about your alleged liberality in 
the matter of paying visitors expenses west 


of Omaha?” 

“There was a d deal of fiction about that. 
We never made any such promise. We 
simply guaranteed that the officers and mem- 
bers of the Grand Enucampment—200 or 300 of 
them—should go from Omaha to San Fran- 
cisco and return for $50, and that if the rail- 
roads wouldn’t do it, we would. But the 
railroads will. The details, of course, will 
not be perfected for some time, but our visit- 
ors will have plenty to do while they are 
with us and will not suffer for want of ac- 
commodations and entertainment.” 


THE BLAME. 
SELECTING A SCAPEGOAT. 

Now that the Conclave is practically over, 
it may not be amiss to take up some of the 
complaints which have been made during 
the last few days and see what there is in 
them. 

It may be said at the outset that the crowd 
which visited this city this week was a larger 
one than could possibly be accommodated 
without much inconvenience: to many, 
at least, of the guests. There were here 
Tuesday over 100,000 people in addition to 
the regular population. That is a sudden in- 
crease of 20 per cent. Neither the hotels, the 
restaurants, the street-cars, the barber-shops, 
nor the private residences were in a con- 
dition to provide for so sudden an increase 
in the number of people they were calied 
upon to accommodate. Twenty or thirty 
thousand can be swallowed up in Chicago 
and hardly make a sign, but, when the num- 
ber is trebled, inconveniences must neces- 
sarily ensue. The annoyance and confusion 
caused by the arrival even in a comfortable 
household of one small squalling guest 
shows on a small scale what may be expected 
when ahundred thousand people pour in 
during two days. 

But that such a rush would be the case 
ought to have been known to the members of 
the Triennial Committee. They anticipated 
a large attendance—probably fully as large 
as that which came. Mr. Gassette said long 
ago that there would be here 30,000 Templars, 
10,000 ladies, 10,000 invited guests, and 100,000 
Visitors and sightseers. Ile also said, “ Let 
no one tear extortion or big prices. 
REASONABLE RATES AND COMFORTABLE AC- 

COMMODATIONS, 
and a royal time, may be confidently antici- 
pated.” The experience of the week has 
shown that his anticipations were not fully 
realized, and that he was perhaps not quite 
justified in mee | e promise he did, which 
was considered official, since it came from 
the Chairman of the Triennial Committee, 

The thing was too big in many respects for 
the city to deal with. It is doubtful whether 
New ork, with a population of 1,200,000 
could begin to accommodate an inrush of 
ay without being greatly incommoded 

y it. 

It is true that the Committee invited every- 
body to come, and held outa promise of a 
good time and good treatment. But they 
didn’t make provision for as iarge a number 
of Templars as actually came. ‘They sent 
out blanks to the different Commanderies, re- 
questing them to fil) them up with the num- 
ber of persons who could come. Those re- 
turns were made the basis for the Commit- 
tee’s calculation as to the amount of lodging 
that would have to be provided. 

80 GREAT WAS THE FURORE 
on the subject of the Conclave, however, and 
so profuse the promises made by everybody, 
t at the last moment many eame who had 
no intention of doing so. Commanderies 
which had not announced their intention of 
visiting Chicago turned up here’ Tuesday, 
and, since their advent was unexpected, ro 
arrangements had been made for receiving or 
trey Bigs Commanderies which had 
reported that. fifty members would be here, 
brought sixty or seventy. In this way the 
arrangements of the Committee for quarter- 
their guests proved inadequate. Whether 
this greater rush should have been antici- 

pated and provided for is.a question.

Mr. Gassettc says he is not responsible, and 
ought not to be made the Jonah of the crew. 
But they all say they are not responsible. 
And in view of this general getting- 
out-from-under Mr. G. seems by gen- 
eral consent to assume the scapeguat 
role. It is certain that prior to the we omy | 
of the Conclave he was the acknowledge 
head and front of things. He was the only 
one from whom any information could 
be gotten. Nobody else knew  any- 
thing. Everybody else when asked tor 
news referred the question to Mr. 
Gassette. It was the impression up to 
Thursday morning that he was running 
things, and that all the arrangements were 
his. From what he said to the reporters they 
got the idea that all the credit of the affair 
was due to him. Had the Conclave fully 
succeeded they might have been allowed to 
remain under the same impression. More- 
over, members of the Triennial Committee 
say that Mr. Gassette had, as Chairman of 
the Committee, both planned the work and 
executed the plans as far as circumstances 
would permit, and was familiar with the sys- 
tem of the entertainment not only in general 
but in the smallest minutie of detail. 


THE GRAND BALL 


was unquestionably a failure, and the Com- 
mittee ought to have known it from the be- 
cinning. Mr. Gassette said the other day, 
according to a newspaper statement,—but he 
must have been misrepresented,—that only 
26,000 tickets were issued, and 16,000 of these 
were sent outside the city, which, according 
to his figuring, would leave only 10,000 
issued in the city. But in this he is mis- 
taken, for 5,000 were given to the three Chi- 
cago Commanderies, 4,000 to citizens of Chi- 
cago, and 20,000 to visiting Knights, making 
a total of 20,000 tickets, each admitting three 
persons, or a total of 78,000 persons invited to 
attend a ball ata place which could hold com- 
fortably only about 10,000 or 12,000. Whether 
it was the Triennial Committee or the En- 
tertainment Committee which had this mat- 
ter ii charge, it made an inexcusable blun- 
der. Elf it had taken the number of square 
feet An the flooring of, the building and 
divided it by nine—which is a very com- 
fortable allowance per person—it would have 
found that only about 12,000 could have been 
put on the main floor. ‘The arrangements at 
the doors were shameful, ‘There were many 
ways ‘o getin and nune to get out, One of 
Haverly’s doorkeepers would have been 
of more use on that Sub-Committee 
in charge of the ball than all the 
eminent citizens who figured on it. The 
crowd which filled the street—not 50,000, but 
erhaps 10,000—was a ticket-holding crowd. 
rhousands of tickets were sold by the per- 
sons to whom they were sent, to all sorts of 
characters, and having paid money they nat- 
urally pushed to get in. 
SOME OF THE COMPLAINTS, 

when investigated, appear to have their 
origin in causes outside of the control of the 
committees. Many of the Knights who took 
eri in the procession were unable to get any 
yreakfast at the Exposition Building Tues- 
day morning, and went into the parade with 
empty siomachs and no hearts at all. 
This was due to a strike of the 
waiters, who demanded $5 where they 
had been receiving S$ It is a 
question whether the Committee having this 
matier in charge should have forseen such a 
contingency as this, and have provided for it. 
On the other hand, it may be said that there 
was no very close connection between the 
Committees and the things which they were 
to look after. In these days of telephones 
the Triennial Committee and all the subor- 
dinate committees, and all the places over 
which they had charge, should have been in 
direct communication. The moment a com- 
plication arose it should haye been 
in the power “some one to 
notify the Sub-Committee. if it 
was not able to take it should have 
been in a position to. notify the Triennial 
Committee, in order thatthere might be an 
immediate remedy. But‘there was nothing 
of this sort. In a word, there was no discip- 
line among the various committees. Too 
many prominent citizens, and too few people 
with practical experience. 

In fact, had it not been for good fortune 
there would have been many more com- 
plaints. The camp arrangements were not 
perfect. The tents were not floored, and 
there was no provision for drainage in case 
ofastorm. Had it rained steadily Wednes- 
day night, everybody would have been driven 
out, and there would have been a growl be- 
fore which all others would have paled into 
insignificance. It was sheer good luck that 
it did not happen. 

As for the partjal failure of the procession, 
that has been accounted for. The man who 
drove the carriage occupied by the Grand 
Master was very late. That delayed the 
Grand Master, and that delayed the proces- 
sion, and that disappointed all the sight-seers 
west of Wabash avenue. Wretched driver! 
Could his name be found out and published 
what a whirlwind of indignation he would 
have to face. But he would doubtless say 
that he was on time, but the horses were not 
harnessed in season: and the man who 
harnessed them would lay the blame on the 
stable-boy,. and he would say he was not 
wakened in time. Itis avery hard thing in 
this world to find out the whereabouts of re- 
sponsibility. Asthe lightning oftenest strikes 
the highest trees, so must the Eminent Com- 
manders oftenest catch the public indigna- 
tion. 

OTHER COMPLAINTS. 

The complaints made in regard to the ex- 
tortionate prices charged at the restaurants, 
etc., are not fully justified. The wages 
which they had had to pay their employés 
were more than double what they were at an 
ordinary season, and the impromptu help 
which they secured .was necessarily inefli- 
cient. They had to charge more in order to 
make any money at all, 

The complaints made Wednesday nigit re- 
garding the street-car companies were not 
altogether justifiable. They had been over- 
taxéd roy the day. ‘Their horses and their 
conductors had been worn out. All\the cars 
of all the roads had been running with heavy 
loads from early’ in the morning until 
late at night. It was _ impossible 
for them to provide’ either new 
horses or new- conductors for the 
night work, and the people who were stuck 
dewn-town Wednesday night should have 
bethought themselves before they went to 
see the fireworks thatin all probability they 
would have to walk home. 

There are a number. of minor eomplaints, 
but it is hardly worth while to pay much at- 
tention to them, since they were the inevita- 
ble results of a larger crowd than the city or 
the committees could provide for. ‘The 
grumbling of the guests is perhaps natural. 
since so much had been promised them; but 
when they come to think the matter over 
coolly a week hence, they will probably for- 
get the irritation which they are now feeling. 


THE DRILL. 
MR. WOODMAN EXPLAINS. 

A representative of Tux Tripune called 
yesterday upon Mr. John B. Woodman, late 
Chairman of the Drill Committee of the Con- 
clave, to obtain his views wpon the alleged 
irregularities of the recent Templar joust at 
the Jockey Club Park. Mr. Woodman was 
grimly composed throughout the interview, 
and gave his opinions with quiet vigor and 
ease. The following fragments of the con- 
versation wiil throw much light on the sub- 
ject in hand: 

“What is the Committee’s version, Mr. 
Woodman, of the complaints made against

In the morning there was not a car- 
riage to be had, and [I myself had to 
pay $15 for one carriage, and $40 was 
asked to take out the judges. The North- 
western Road couldn’t be coaxed into run- 
ning a train before 9 o’clock, and so the delay 
occurred. ‘he moment I arrived on the 
ground I ordered the arrest of all persons 
peddling ice water. Here was another an- 
noyance. Lhad ordered a ton of ice to be 
delivered at6a.m. It did not arrive until 
12, when I telephoned for another ton. é 
‘* How about the Pinkerton specials ? 
“They were hired by the Jockey Club peo- 
ple, with whom I had noth todo. 1 gave 
them written orders to admit every Sir 
Knight in uniform or a part thereof, but this 
order was neglected, and 1 have had com- 
plaints made by Templars who had vompli- 
mentary tickets and were still obliged to pay, 
one Sir Knight stating that he was in com- 
plete undress uniform and still had to pay $2 
to getin. In all these cases 1 have refunded 


the money, and will continue to do so. With 


‘ the alleged extortions of Lawrence & Martin 


—charging 15 cents for beer and lemonade, 
and 10 cents for ice-water, besides asking 
double prices in their restaurant—we had 
nothing to do.” 

“Tiow about the lunch-stand on your 
ground ?”’ 

‘ Simply this: Iam informed that persons 
provided with tickets were charged 75 cents 
to goin. This was utterly in violation of 
Charles L. Woodman’s contract with us, 
That lunch was ours. 
was free to Templars and their friends. Ie 
had no earthly right to collect a cent of 
money, for he was simply distributing what 
we had bought and paid for.” 

The writer had seen Templars and citizens 
charged 75 cents for the lunch, hence the 
above query. 

Closing the conversation with the remark 
that he throught Mr. Gassette unjustly cen- 
sured in the Conelave matter, Mr. Woodman 
lapsed into silence. 


N. T. GASSETTE. 
DISINCLINED TO TALK. 

The grumbler at the management of the re- 
cent Conelave of Knights Templar is still 
abroad in Chicago. He is not so numerous 
as he was, but he still wants to have himself 
heard. Yesterday afternoon a TRIBUNE re- 
porter called upon Mr. Norman T. Gassette, 
Chairman of the Triennial Committee, to see 
what he had to say about the various com- 
plaints made in regard to delays, disappoint- 
ments, ete. Mr. Gassette said: “it is not 
for me to say a word, If there is anything to 
be said at all, Knights Templar of Chicago 
ought to say it. I have sacrificed every per- 
sonal comfort to make this thing a syccess, 
For two years or more I have given this thing 
my personal attention, and for months past I 
have searcely seen my family, and I have 
given my time without a thought for the 


future, sinrply for the benefit of the City of 
Chicago arid Templarism. No Conclave ever 
passed off more successfully, and every fair- 
minded man who has attended other ‘Trien- 
nials will tell you so. The sub-committees 
had’ charge of the various details, and 
nearly every member of “the Executive Com- 
mittee was Chairman of one of these com- 
wnittees. They went om to do their work, 
eontracted debts, and we merely approved 
what they did, in Executive Committee.” 

Further than this Mr. Gassette would not 
say. He had no reflections to make upon 
anybody at all,and if the Templars of Chi- 
cago could stand it he could. ‘That day they 
had paid out some $10,000, including $500 for 
Hooley’s ‘Theatre, $800 to Pinkerton edt nd 
lice, $2,000 for lemonade frappé at the Ex- 
position ball and reception. 

Mr. Blakely, the Secretary of the Finance 
Committee, said that all the personal sub- 
s¢criptions had been collected, and Mr. 
(yassette said that he believed that he had 
enough cash in hand to pay all the bills con- 
tracted. 

A Knight Templar who is in a position to 
know, said to a TRIBUNE reporter yesterday 
that Mr. Gassette was being assailed unjustly 
and unnecessarily. 

“I never saw committees doanything right 
anyhow, and now they try to shift all the re- 
sponsibility npon Chairman Gassette’s shoul- 
ders. Itis not fair atall. The Chairmen of 
the sub-committees did the business. Look 
at the botch that they made of the arches. I 
have heard it stated that a Knight Templar 
pretty well posted in such things suggested 
that three arches ove put up, and one of them 
across Madison, to the east of~ Dear- 
born street, where everybody could . see 
it. This gas-pipe and rag _ business 
was all nonsense. The funeral 
arch was to have been of handsome 
design, the column to have been in imitation 
of grant, with the letters sunk into them. 
Instead of that they got some cheap muslin 
and California pampas grass for plumes, and 
some black rags, and that did the business. 
The gas-pipe arches were a total failure. It 
was the same with the management of the 
distribution of the tickets for the theatres 
and the concerts. People who wanted to go 
to Hooley’s were sent to Haverly’s or Me- 
Vicker’s, and vice versa, and some who 
wanted to go to theatres were given concert 
tickets. That feature wasn’t attended to or 
appreciated as it ought to havefbeen.. It was 
only such a man as Gassette who could have 
made the thing a success, and if he had had 
the exclusive power there wouldn’t have been 
these serious hitches at all.” 

The gentleman thought that, taken all in 
all, this had been the most successful Con- 
clave he had attended, and in point of en- 
thusiasm and numbers had never been 
equaled.

CHECKING BAGGAGE, 

THERE IS ONE OF THE DEVICES 
of the Triennial Committeemen that has not, 
as yet, been referred to by the press, and that 
is the #ystem of checking and delivering bag- 
gage to the quarters of the Sir Knights. This 
system has been the cause of any amount of 
conftsion and profanity, and it adds one 
more strand to the camel’s back. 

In the programs sent out to the visiting 
Commanderies it was stated that the baggage 
of the Sir Knights. could be placed 
in a& baggage-car and. checked right 
through to its destination, whether at a hotel 
or in camp, thus avoiding all confusion and 
trouble at the depots when the train arrived. 
Nothing could be simpler,—according to the 
Triennial Committee. They had forgotten 
that anumber of the Knights would desire 
to have their trunks sent to boarding-houses 
and private residences where they intended 
to stop during the Conclave. The baggage 
of a Commandery was packed away in the 
car, together with a number of trunks, 
checke to the depot in this city 
and the whole lot was ticke 
to the quarters of the Commandery, 
a check for the car-load being given to the 
Quartermaster, Arriving in this city the 
Quartermaster took his check to Parmelee’s 
express offiec, wagons were placed at his 
disposal, and the whole lot of baggage, 
checked trunks and all, was carted away to 
the headquarters of the Commandery.

The Committce 
put them out carefully, and with as much 
consideration for the comfort of people as 
was possible. The tickets were arranged by 
a theatrical man.”

Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribuna, 
InprANaPous, Ind., Aug. 20.—At an 
impromptu meeting this morning, attended 
by citizens of all professions and business, it 
was arranged to give the Raper Commandery 
of Sir Knights, who won the first prize at 
Chicago, a rousing reception.

THE SECOND DAY’S SESSION

gerous to American liberties, and they were 
no longer subject to its control. This truly 
noble resolution of separation was worthy of 
eternal commemoration in the annals of 
American history, for the renunciation of 
error was a8 necessafy to the preserva- 
tion of our form of government as 
the assertion of truth. That the Republican 
party was controlled by Masons; the two ac- 
tual political powers were the Ku-Klux Lodge 
of the Solid South and the Masonic Lodge 
proper of the North. No Christian society could 
practice the teachings of the Masonic Lodge 
without becoming paganized.: Every devotea 
patriot might augur from the anti-Masonic 
movement.a bfighter and more hopeful ca- 
reer for the Republic in the future.

representative within a week that Wilson 
was justly entitled to renomination. 
ConVen seems to have been of the usual 
Bourbon kind. In the nomination of Jack 
Lee the Democracy of the Peoria District has 
thrown away whatever chance it had for 
success here. In Springfield, where Jack 
Lee is known as a State Senator, the Demo- 
crats are swear mad, for ‘Trumbull, 
Parsons, and Dowdall, of the Peoria Demo- 
crat, have ever since the Republican nomina- 
tion of Lewis claimed, it as'a foregone 
conclusion that the Peoria District would 
show a Democratic gain in November.

MecDonald’s Scandalous Career—Valu- 
able Records — New Pension-Office 
Classification—Postal Order. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasuinoton, D.C., Aug. 20.—John Me- 
Donald, in his recent publication, in which 
he attempted to biacken the name of Gen. 
Grant, claimed that he should be able to 
show that he was pardoned from a felon’s 
cell in St. Louis by.Grant because he had 
knowledge which would implicate Grant. 
An examination of the pardon papers in his 
case at the Department of Justice, however, 
shows that McDonald was pardoned solely 
on the ground of humanity. In his petition 
he set forth that he had become a con- 
firmed invalid, feeble in vhealth, and 
prostrated by disease, and he had 
not much longer to . spend upon 
earth; that he desired to spend his last days 
surrounded by his family, and he based his 
plea on the ground of humanity. ‘This was 
certified to, curiously enough, by some phy- 
sicians,and it was upon the basis of that 
alone that the Attorney-General, recom- 
mended the pardon. It is believed now at 
the Department of Justice that McDonald’s 
representations to secure this pardon were as 
scandalous as the rest of his career. 
in the course of a recent investigation into 
some old cases in the Pension-Office, a consid- 
erable number of valuable historical papers, 
like autograph letters from George W ashing- 
ton and other founders of the Republic, have 
been found, as documentary evidence in stip- 
port of claims. It is very probable that these 
papers will be collected and lodged in the 
State Department for preservation. 

Mr. Bentley, Commissioner of Pensions, 

‘illin about two months’ time have com- 

eted the new system of: classification and 
indexing of pension claims upon which he 
has been engaged for fifteen months. The 
present classification is by serial number and 
name only, andif itis necessary to discover 
whether any duplicate claim has been inade 
by a person named Smith, for instance, it is 

necessary to examine the records of 8,000 

Smiths. The same is true as to a great many 

other names. The new system classifies the 

claims by State, regiment, and company, so 
that when any claim is made for services 
rendered in any company, it will be very 
easy to discover whether the claim is an 
originalone. The new system will save the 

Government the services of some thirty 

clerks, and at least $42,000 annually. ‘The 

old books will be preserved as additional se- 
curity, but will not be of any practical use 
after the completion of the new system.

It is stated at the Seecret-Service Office that 
the reports about the arrest of counterfeiters 
in the vicinity of Peoria, recently made pub- 
lie, were premature, and that the publication 
may result in great injury to the service, in 
that it may prevent the capture of more iim- 
portant counterfeiters even than those who 
were artested.

Wasuineton, D. C., Aug. 20.—At the Cab- 
inet meeting to-day the question of Agim 
Chinese merchant vessels arriving at Unite 
States ports from the discriminating imposts 
now imposed by law was c@msidered at some 
length. The members present quite gener- 
ally favored the removal of the heavy ton- 
nage dues and custom duties now levied 
against Chinese, bottoms. Secretary Sher- 
man expressed the opinion that the Presi- 
dent should do* this by issuing a proclama- 
tion, as he is authorized by law to do, and thus 
relieve the Chinese ‘merchants from these 
discriminating duties. Attorney-Genera-

time to investigate it fully. Consequently 
further consideration of the question was 
postponed until next Tuesday.

A Drought of Great Severity Pre- 
vailing All Over the North- 
west. 


Its Baneful Effect Visible Upon 
. the Corn Crop ftom Ne- 
braska to Ohio. 


Lllinois Farmers the Greatest Sufferers 
—Hardly Half a Crop Ex- 
pected. 


THE NORTHWEST. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Dwienr, ll., Aug. 20.—A droughtof great 
severity has prevailed all over the Northwest 
since the Fourth of July, and its effects are 
visible upon the corn from Nebraska to Ohio. 

From Kearney, Neb., I have the following 
report: Curn is drying up very badly; can- 
not make more than half a crop in this part 
of the Statet This season is as much too dry 
as it was too wet in 1579. 

Platte County—The acreage of corn was 
double last year. Unless we have a copious 
rain soon it will be an entire failure, 

York County—Corn is nearly all dried up; 
do not think corn will average ten bushels 
to the acre. ‘ 

Jefferson County—The drought in July 
and August has very severely injured the 


corn. 
Saline County—Corn is going to be almost 
a total failure; some fields are about dead 


now. 

In Kansas, my correspondents from the 
following counties—namely: Miami, Linn, 
Shawnee, Johnson, Washington, Morris, 5Sa- 
line, Harvey, Atchison, and Pottowatomie— 
all recortcorn more or less injured by the 
drought. A correspondent from Saline 
County, Kansas, says, “ Thedry weather has 
greatly retarded our fall plowing for wheat, 
and it is now 80 late that it 
seems impossible to putin a full crop. Be- 
sides, the very poof crop of last year has dis- 
couraged many farmers. This year’s crop 
will be on the market and gone before the 
people know it.” 

Minnesota also reports corn injured by 


drought. 

In lowa the drought has not affected corn 
as badiy as in other localities, and large 
areas of the crop are now fast maturing and 
beyond the danger of frost or drought. ] 
have good reports of corn from Wayne, 
Washin ton, Winnesheik, Taylor, Powe- 
sheik, oward, Decatur, Davis, Cedar, 
Butler, Buchanan, Boone, O’Brien, 
and Kossuth: poor reports from Guthrie, 
Cherokee, Crawford, Woodbury, and Fayette. 
Take the State as a whole, look fur the 
most corn this season from lowa. 

There is no question but Lllinois has had 
the worst scorch of any State. The counties 
of Kankakee, Iroquois, Ford, and Living- 
stone are in a bad fix. I fully indorse what 
the Pontiac Sentinel says: 

“The prospects for a fair corn cropin Liv- 
ingston County this year are not good. In 
some parts of the county the average yicld 
will not go above’ twelve bushels 
per acre. In others it will run up 
to twenty-five. The entire county 
will probably show a yield of from fifteen to 
eighteen bushels, and we give these figures 
from estimates made during this week, which 
we consider reliable. The long-coutinued 
rains of the first half of the season placed the 
soilin bad condition for growing corn, and 
the sudden and long continued drought since 
then has seriously retarded its growth. Some 
of our farmers have large fields of corn that 
will not yield-five bushels to the acre. Their 
nearest neighbor probably has a good field 
that will produce as high as ages i 
five bushels. A good deal depends this 
year on the farmer who works the land and 
on the point ot tile<irainage. ‘The crop on 
tiled land is in every instance much better 
than itis on untiled ground, and we hope 
our farmers will all learn a practical lesson 
from this fact.” 

I have fair reports from Stephenson, Pat- 
nam, Fulton, Bureau, Carroll, and Hender- 
son. Ihave reports from most every other 
county in the State, and there is a universal 
complaint of serious injury to the crop. 
Menard, Logan, La Salle, and Ma- 
coupian Ceunties, which produce corn 
largely, all express great solicitude at 
the situation. Very little any 
progress has been made with fall plowing for 
wheat, as itis utterly impossible to turn a 
furrow with the existing conditions. 

From Wisconsin the reports are not as dis- 
couraging. 

Ohio and Indiana both make reports of 
damage to corn from drought, but not as 
great as in other States. Corn will mature 
in from four to six weeks in this region. 
What the chances-are for a full crop it does 
not take much of a prophet to predict.

Ma.com, Ia., Aug. 18.—Since the thrashing 
season commenced I have watched with con- 
siderable interest the yield of grain in this 
locality, and, from what I have seen and 
learned from parties engaged in operating 
these machines, I feel assured that my for- 
mer estimate is fully justified, and that the 
farmer will receive from 15 .to 20 per cent 
more per acre than for several seasons past. 

Flax, I discover, is becoming quite popular 
in this vicinity, parties having this season 
raised from 500t0 1,000 bushels each: with 
mapy others, whose crops are much smaller, 
the yield, l am informed, on ground that 
is well prepared, averaging twelve to four- 
teen bushels per acre. Corn is maturing 
rapidly, and now seems beyond injury. 
Without doubt this will be the largest crop 
ever grown in this section. 

The past two weeks have been very favor- 
able for all , age crops, and sorghum in 
particular has developed with surprising 
rapidity. 

Those who take any interest in agricult- 
urai development of course feel a deep solic- 
itude in all mechanical improvements tend- 
ing to aid the farmer in preparations for 
seeding or saving his crop, and especially in 
the West—where, sooner or later, machinery 
will be called into use in almost every de- 
partment—is this development carefully 
studied and watched. Among all the im- 
provements tending to this result, I know of 
none that have brought greater benefits than 
the “steam thrasher ”; and I know of none 
who have had greater prejudice to encoun- 
ter. All waho have had any expeftence in 
farming can readily call to mind the great 
dread experienced by the whole household 
when it was known the “thrashers were 
coming ’’ with their gang of horses and men 
which had to be quartered and fed. All this 
is now changed. The steam thrasher has 
lived down this pragneess, and wherever 
tried is becoming popular by its great rapidity 
and economy in operation and use. 

To the farmer whose crop of small grain 
averages 2,000 bushels pereyear there can be 
no dread. The steam thrasher will in one 
day measure it out to him in a half bushel, 
performing its work in the most satisfactory 
manner, and is gone. 

On Monday last I saw a steam thrasher 
thrash 1,000 bushels oats in a four-hour run, 
—a portion of the time eight bushels per min- 
ufe,—and this too without the least strain on 
machinery or men, and also without this be- 
ing a star _ or expectation that the subject 
would be further mentioned. 

Of course ail will understand that for the 
most economical use of these machines the 
farmer must prepare by proper stacking 
his grain: and where th one there 
seems no Mmit to the amount of work they 
are capable of performing.

regarded in only partially civilized communities. 
It is not confined to purely mercantile matters. 

nevery field of activity and interest it trans- 
ates rivals into codperative laborers, and jeal- 
ous foes into helpful and sympathetic ailies. It 
has manifold direct influences on social life as be- 
tween the citizens of different States. Not only 
does the stimulus given to trade directly pro- 
mote and endiesiy multiply association of all 
sorts, but one sort of association always pro- 
duces another, and constaut familiarity begets 
friendliness and banishes suspicion and vague 
distike. 
era of tree trade will have cousequences to the 
reiutions between the citizens—and ultimately 
the Governments—of different States of a‘kind 
wholly new and incalculable.” 

The doctrine of the equality of States asa 
cause of war is thus considered: 

“The abstract doctrine that ‘all States are 
equal’ goes a very littie way, of itself, in solving 
the political problems of international hfe, and 
preventing the sort of quibbles and evasions 
which the interpretation of the ddéctrine itself 
must needs evolve,-und which may be, and has 
been, the fruitful source of overbearing evil. 
The difficulties in the way of solving purely legat 
questions of the sort above described as arising 
between States are inherently great.” 


“The chapter on standing armies considers the 


subject not only in its broad aspects, but in de- 
tail, giving the terms and manner of enlistment 
in the principal European countries, and dis- 
cussing the merits and defects of the various 
systems. 

Mr. Amos’ book is “suggestive” in the best 
sense of that much-abused term. Few will rise 
from the reading of it without iarger views of 
the laws of war. (New York: Harpers. $1.50.)

the treatise is devoted to a history 
of the two parties that now confront each other. 
The work is well done, combining in a remark- 
ably small compass an accurate and sufficient 
statement of the origin, causes, and results of 
the slavery struggle. The stealthy and yet con- 
stant encroachments of the slave-owners. on 
free soil is properly advanced as the cause of 
the Rebellion: and the injustice as well as the 
audacity of their claims is shown. The period 
of the Civil War is rapidly passed over, because, 
as the writer observes, “ When from the arbitra- 
ment of the ballot-box appeal is taken to that 
of the musket, the study of political parties on 
their merits ceases.” But an effort.is made to 
show that the sympathies which then bound 
the Southern States together still bind them 
together; that they arc in substantial 
accord on all questions of public policy; and 
that it is not fair to expect from them the same 
devotion to the National Government that 
is felt by the Northern States which fought 
to defend and preserve it. 

“So long,’ says the author, “as the States 
recently in rebellion remain united, presenting 
a solid front, so long are their late adversaries 
bound in patriotic prudence to retain an op- 
posing and watchful organization. If the 
Southery States are not hoping to obtain some 
sectional advantage for themselves, which they 
think the reat.of the country would not willing- 
ly grant, why do they all, without one: singie 
exception, stili hold together? Why 4o they 
not break up, as they otherwise naturally would 
have done in the course of the fifteen years 
which have elapsed since the War, iuto new 
eombinations on other issues? It has been de- 
nied by Southern statesmenand by the Southern 
press that they have so much as the wish to 
return to slavéry, evenif it were possible; and 
this is, it is to be boped, true. But it is 
none the less evident that they. are held 
together by some common hopes, or purposes, or 
sentiments peculiar to their section,—the more 
to be suspected the less openly they are avowed, 
—and the realization or triumph of which must 
be presumed to be in the same derree preju- 
dicial to the rest of the country that itis ad- 
vyantageous to themselves. Should the party, of 
which these States, acting as a unit, constitute 
the principal strength, triumph at the coming 
Presidential election, these hopes and purposes 
willthen doubtless soon be made known. At 
present we can onlyinfer them. Whatever the 
enlightened statesmen of the South may thein- 
selves beheve possible to be accomplished by its 


advent to power, there can be no doubt that the . 


people of the South hope for, and that their 
statesmen know that they hope for, and know 
that thence comes their political unity and 
strength, some orall of the following results: 
They hupe for the recognition of their share in 
the War of Secession, as in all respects on a 
jevel with the action of the Northern States in 
suppressing the Rebellion; they still hope for 
the eventual assumption by the United States of 
their debt: for the reimbursement of tbeir ex- 
penditure; the pensioning of their soidiers; 
compensation for their losses incurred in the 
War: compensation, perhaps, even for emanci- 
pated slaves. We may further infer that they 
want the relegation of the negro to a condition 
of political nullity.” 

The tract is vigorously written, yet the state- 
ments are moderate, and the argument calm 
and colorless. It is calculated to do much good 
among doubtful voters, and deserves a wide cir- 
culation.

PETER BAYNE’S ESSAYS. 

Peter Bayne bas been known in English 
periodical literature for a long time as an 
honest and vigorous critic. His sincerity is his 
chief charm and virtue. But be is a discrim- 
inating and thoughtful writer. A volume of his 
essays, consisting mainly of contributions to the 
Edinburgh Review, was published several years 
ago by Messrs. Gould & Lincoln, of Boston. 
This volume and another, embracing a second 
series of essays, are now published by Henry A. 
Sumner & Co., of Chicago. The first series in- 
cludes articles on Thomas De Quincey, Tenny- 
son, Mrs. Browning, Recent British Art, Ruskin, 
Hugh Miller, Dickens—Bulwer—Thackeray, and 
Ourrer Bell. The second series is made up of 
essays on Charles Kingsley, Macaulay, Sir A. 
Alison, Coleridge, Wellington, Napoleon Bona- 
parte, Plato, Characteristics of Christian Civili- 
zation, The Modern University, The Pulpit and 
the Press, The Testimony of the Rocks, etc. Mr. 
Bayne’s method may be judged from his very 
characteristic view of the effect of opium-eating 
on De ny rene, Aa style:

His Views on Interesting English 
Topics.

The Rev. Mr. Moncure .D. Conway arrived 
on Saturday evening in the steamship Bri- 
tannic from Liverpool, with his family. 

** I must tell you,” continued Mr. Conway, 
after a pause, “of the improvements in my 
chapel in London that is to be decorated in 
the interior during my trip to this country. 
My congregation numbers over 500 now, and 
among them are many bright, vigorous intel- 
lects, graduates of the great universities.

There are Fawcett, Chamberlain, 
Bright, Dilkeg and Hareourt, who may be 
called Left Centre,all in the Government, and 
all with powerful friends. They must either 
| follow in the wake of others or elise they must 
jump on the other end of the teter. Glad- 
stone’s strain to bring the factions together 
has been perfectly awful. I saw him recent 
ly, and it seems as though the characteristics 
of his face are aggravated of late. His nose 
isa beak, and his face and figure are a 
jumble of gnaris and knots. The lines 
all over his face are creased deéper 
than ever, andin the lines that surround his 
eyes is‘a color like a deposit of lichen. But 
Gladstone has brought much of his trouble 
neediesly on himself. He should have re- 
moved Sir Bartle Frere, whose own party 
censured him. Lis failure to do so chilled 
the enthusiasm of his Liberal snpesees. 
Then, too, he upheld the raising of that mon- 
ument to the Prince Imperial. It was an in- 
sult to the people. The Prince had done 
nothing to help England or Eurove, and 
way the people snubbed the attempt to rear 
the monument showed that the pare as Un- 
friendly to the memory of the French Em- 
pire as they are friendly tothe new Republic. 
Indeed, the outburst of feeling in favor of 
republicanism is wonderful. But Gladstone’s 
championship of the monument project was, 
without doubt, an attempt to gain the affec- 
tion of the Queen. It is very hard on Mrs. 
Gladstone and her daughter to be snubbed 
by the Queen; but that is the truth about it. 
Gladstone feels badly about it, too. But his 
efforts to please resuited in lesing him ad- 
herents in his party and winning no favor 
from the Royal fouls. He sacrificed his 
most enthusiastic followers.

She became common 
clay witn the rest of us. Yet Lady Burdett- 
Coutts is a good woman, although thoro gh- 
ly prosaic. She has no ideal qualities, no 
sympathy with an ideal cause. She may be 
said to be on the reactionary side, and her in- 
finence does not go to the party of aspira- 


tion.

AN INTERESTING LETTER FROM HER. 
To the Editor af The Chicago Tribune, 

DAVENPORT, la., Aug. 16:.—I do suppose, my 
dear Bob, that when the millennium arrives, and 
we are all wise enough to understand that it is 
in the abuse, not the use of things wherein is 
danger, our moral natures will have become so 
disciplined as to enable us always to refrain 
from excess in the enjoyment of whatever is 
good in life, and no one need fear to offer his 
neighbor a cigar, or a giass of wine, because 
that neighbor will be sufficiently educated in 
knowledge of self to know just what the pe- 
culiarities of bis temperament are, and whether 
it is best for him to accept or decline the civility.

reason to believe that gravitation led to the ex- 
istence of man and man's reason.
